PARIS ( 5 Uovember 1902) (iTew Entropy Press) t Our man in Paris, or, actually, our 
girl in Paris, Belle D* Sano-Merci, reports that barricades are still up all over the 
capital as workers, students, and stamp collectors demonstrate against the war with 
aamany* The demonstrators, after looting the Louvre and burning pro-war exhibits, 
including the lions, Lisa and the mummy of Raamses II, have now set fire to the Georges 
C&ner, under the impression that Uapoloon I is buried there « As one leader put it, 
"l?ever has the movement fox Peace been so effective in its actions and so well-In-* 
formed*" Dr. LaPorce d'?rappe, curator of the Louvre, voioed agreement. "Last 
times" he explained ? "they stuck salt-water taffy in all our T'ang pottery* * Mean- 
while, after a war-crimes trial, the denonetr&tore guilotined the entire company of 
the Opera Comique ^hile chanting, "Kill for Peace i" 

LOUDOU (17 November 1902) (He w Bntropy Press) i Lotho Oollum, leader of the 
Groat March of the Peasants and Workers for Peace, and brains behind the movement, 
led a demonstration at the House of Commons today* "Buhhhh, * he said, "violence 
ain't no kinda answer to nuttin* , ya got dat?

LOiT.DOft (19 Uovember 1902)(lffew Batropy Press) t Lotho (Solium, former leader of 
a pacifist movement, to day screamed Ms undying defiance of, and determination to 
destroy, the British Government. He also rattled the bars of the cell into which 
he had been placed by several members of the Coldstream guards* 

LOUDOH (20 November 1902) (Sew Bntropy Press) i Lotho Oollua today denounced the 
M 3o~called pacifist movement*, ratted on all his former friends, and adcepted a 
30 5 000~pound annual pension and a title from the Crown* ISany of his former associates 
are naturally disturbed* Observed one of them , Pusilanimus T. Whitofaather, "nobody 
ever made me an offer like thatS"
